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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 


(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

Claims 1-8, 16-20, 22-23, 31-37,39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 


language newly added to claim 1 . For example if blade 10 were rotated about an axis 
that is perpendicular to its length to change orientation and cutting edges, then it would 
meet the claim language.

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 


anticipated by Ramun (6,202,308). Note that the language fails to define over the 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Claims 9-15, 44-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ramun (6,202,308). The rational from the last Office action concerning claims 9- 
15 is hereby incorporated by reference. Regarding claims 44, 45 the number of 
attachment points would, absent a showing of criticality appear to be obvious. 

The citation of assignee's application has been considered but will not be printed 
on the published document. It thus has been initialed and crossed out. 

Conclusion 

The remarks have been considered but are not convincing. Many of the claims 
still appear to be fully met by the Ramun reference. The Ramun device does apparently 
show "blades with cutting edges". Specifically note that part 10 is a blade with cutting 
edges. If applicant's attorney disagrees then he should point out the supposed 
differences between his blade and the blade of Ramun. As to the modification of 
Ramun, the addition of one more hole ie multiplication of existing parts would appear to 
be prima facie obvious. Regarding claim 18 Ramun clearly shows (Fig. 2) two pairs of 
mounting points on the lower blade. The mounts are bolts 18.
